I'lrrauuno, August 13.—The conference 


between the Amalgamated Association 
and the executive committee ol the 


1 American Federation of Labor ended 
this evening. 


The conference issued ostateinent "To 


the American Public." It recited the 
facte of the Homestead strike, and stat- 
ing that the men were not receiving the 
high wages generally supposed. While 
there wero 342-1 men employed there 
were 13 whoso wages averaged about 
$7.50 per day, 46 averaged between $5 
and H7 per day, 54 averaged ?4 and fS 
per day, 1177 averaged from $1.09 to $2, 
and 1C2B received 14 cents per hour or 
lose. 
Tho statement flays there are less than 


000 persons in the mills and not a dozen 
skilled workmen wtio can perform tbo 
work required. 
' The situation is such," they say, 


"that we can confidently uesurt that at 
no time during the struggle here have 
the prospects for victory been aa bright 
aB ttiuy are now." 
The manilesto closed with a request 


for contributions to aid the strikers, and 
advises workmen not to come to Home- 
stead or .I'ittaburg for employment until 
the pending dispute is settled.

Frequent excursions aro made from 


Ockenden's to divers points. Sometimes 
to Stevenson's, to tho head of tbe Jlumo, 
where the dam is beine constructed.

It ia not our purpose to write of tbe 


flume, though it is of exceeding interest 
to us and one of the great attractions of 
Pine Ridge, at present. It is wirth go- 
ing through some difficulties of getting 
here just to BOO it. 
Bnt all difficulties 


have really vanished since the new road 
has been made by way of Pollasky. All 
alements of danger are lacking as one en- 
joya the exquisite pleasure of this beauti- 
ful ride. 


Picnics in various directions vary the 


enjoyment of camp life, and a trip to 
Dinkey and big Irees has been one of our 
greatest treats. The feat of going from 
iere and return in one day ie one of tbe 
unuHUftl things on record. The usual 
way Is lo go to Dinkey creek, camp over 
night and the next day drive to Laurel 
creftk, a distance of two milea, over a 
iretty rough road, but which can bo ac- 
compiiBhed with a good team.
